To the City Council of New Bedford 


GENTLEMEN :—-The sixty-first annual report of the 
Board of Trustees of the New Bedford Free Public Library 
is herewith presented. 

The general work of the past year is covered in the 
annual report of the Librarian to this board. In addition 
to this report, which is appended, the Trustees desire to give 
emphasis to three things connected with the library. 

First:—The increased use of the library by the people 
of New Bedford since the completion of the present build- 
ing. 

Second :—The loss to the public, and particularly the 
New Bedford public, in the death of Francis D. Millet, a 
victim of the Titanic disaster. 

Third:—The public spirit manifested in the gift from 
William W. Crapo of the statue of “The Whaleman,” which 
is to delineate the sturdy character of the New Bedford 
pioneers. 

The increased use of the Public Library is a hopeful 
sign for New Bedford; it indicates that more people are 
bettering their opportunities for culture. The popularity of 
the lecture course which has now become a feature of the 
library work, demonstrates that the library can become the 
civic cultural centre for all the people, as it should. 

Mr. Millet’s death, before the beginning of the mural 
decorations which were to adorn the hbrary walls and at 
the same time commemorate allegorically certain features 
of New Bedford’s past, was a serious misfortune to New 
Bedford. The artist, in his letters to New Bedford people, 
previous to his death, had indicated that he was about ready 
to begin the series of paintings which he had thought out as 
appropriate. While the decorations of the walls will, in 
all probability, be treated somewhat after the original plan at 
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some time in the future, the trustees feel that Mr. Millet 
was the one man for the work, because of his reputation 
for fine attainment, and because of his familiarity with the 
traditions of the calling which it was understood he would 
illustrate. 

Mr. Crapo’s gift is one which New Bedford people 
should appreciate highly. It gracefully marks the inter- 
est of one whose interests in New Bedford date back many 
years. The statue of “The Whaleman” will give to future 
generations an idea of the kind of men who laid the founda- 
tion for New Bedford’s commercial prosperity and growth. 
Mr. Crapo’s action has already inspired a similar gift on the 
part of Mr. George D. Barnard of St. Louis, a New Bedford 
boy, who has presented to the city a statue intended to sup- 
ply the story of New Bedford’s commercial activity from 
the period of the whaleman to date. New Bedford is for- 
tunate in the manifestation of the growth of public spirit 
which these gifts represent. Our citizens should allow no 
opportunity to pass for a further cultivation of this spirit.

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LIBRARIAN’S REPORT. 





To the Board of Trustees of the Free Public Library: 


GENTLEMEN :—The increased use of the Library during 
the past year has emphasized the success of the attempt to 
plan a library building which should be at the same time 
beautiful and useful. The arrangement of the rooms, and 
the general facilities for doing the library business in an ex- 
peditious manner has received a great deal of praise from 
competent critics.. The building has now been occupied two 
years, and is practically complete in its internal arrange- 
ments. The decorative feature which is lacking, namely, the 
mural work which was to be carried on by Mr. Millet, has 
not been taken up since the tragic death of the artist last 
spring. In this terrible calamity which shocked the world, 
the New Bedford Library greatly suffered in losing the sery- 
ices of Mr. Millet in decorating the walls of the library. He 
was extremely enthusiastic over the possibilities involved, 
and was planning to make the work the crowning achieve- 
ment of his artistic career. It is to be hoped that the 
Library Trustees will select some fitting successor to carry 
on the work which will make the library building complete 
as an architectural and artistic whole. 


- The Whaleman’s Statue, which is to be put on the 
grounds as a gift to the city from the Hon. W. W. Crapo, 
and which will undoubtedly be installed within a few 
months, will fittingly adorn the approach to the building, and 
will be an impressive reminder of the historic industry to 
which New Bedford owes so much, 


There have been a few notable additions to the library 
in 1912. The first purchase-of importance was a “Book of 
Hours,” procured from Lathrop C. Harper of New York. 
The book, which is a delightful Fifteenth Century manu- 
script, is thus described: 
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“MS. Horae:on Vellum—Horae Beatae Mariae Vir- 
gimis cum Calendario, a Fifteenth Century French 
manuscript written in a large Gothic hand on 97 leaves 
of vellum, with nine large miniatures, nearly every 
leaf of the text decorated with a delicate floriated 
side border, the miniatures and some other pages being 
surrounded by similar, but rather more elaborate bor- 
ders, 27 large illuminated initial letters, the smaller ini- 
tials and the text also decorated (size g I-12 in. x 7 1-6 
in.) modern red velvet binding. g. e. ‘Saec xv.” 


In November the Trustees voted to purchase the well- 
known picture, ““The Black Sheep,” from the heirs of Fran- 
cis D. Millet. This picture is temporarily hung in the 
Trustees’ Room, but soon will be permanently placed in 
position, 

An oil painting by Mr. Nat C. Smith, the architect of 
the building, was bought early in the year and hangs in the 
Lecture Room. Also a large painting by Clement N. Swift, 
“Une Epave,”’ a picture of merit which has been exhibited 
in the Paris Salon, was purchased and now hangs upon 
the walls of the Lecture Room. 

The work of the various departments will be taken up 
in their proper places. In general there have been few in- 
novations, but the work has been carried along with an 
idea of expanding where needed rather than making new 
departures. 

In December an exhibition of various pictures and il- 
lustrative material on the general subject of hygiene, be- 
longing to the State of Massachusetts, the city of Boston, 
and the Institute of Technology, was held for several weeks 
in the upper corridor and the Patent Office Room. This 
exhibition was designed to show the various means adopted 
by leading authorities in the alleviation of disease and suf- 
fering, and the preventive methods employed by progres- 
sive Health Boards. It was visited by very many, and was 
undoubtedly productive of good. 
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In February an exhibit of original costume sketches, 
the work of Mr. William H. Matthews, Jr., of New York, 
formerly of this city, attracted a good deal of favorable 
attention. 


Numerous additions have been made to the Pedagogi- 
cal Library during the year, and in the general effort of 
the library to keep in touch with educational matters, the 
teachers have individually and collectively been invited to 
offer suggestions that might lead to better and more inti- 
mate service. The High School teachers have been espe- 
cially invited to suggest books which should be put aside 
for reference reading in the library. 


During the summer the school libraries were thor- 
oughly inspected, and a great number of replacements was 
made so as to begin the year with ample stores of books. 


A suggestive card was widely circulated through the 
agency of the schools, calling attention to the resources of 
the library. This was printed in English and in French, 
the general heading being “Do You Know?” and listing the 
facts about the ability of the library to satisfy demands of 
the reading public. 


Various Staff Meetings have been held through the 
year in which all the members of the staff have taken part 
in the consideration of technical and literary themes, and 
the presentation of questions which should serve to render 
more efficient their services to the public. 

The Police Department has rendered good service in 
helping to find books which have been kept out over long 
by delinquent card holders, and their help is gratefully ap- 
preciated. 

Books in the Portuguese, Yiddish, and Armenian lan- 
guages were placed on open shelves in the main reading 
room for the advantage of foreign readers, while a large 
collection of French books was sent to the North Branch 
for service in that section of the city. 


8 FREE PUBLIC LIBRARY 


Plans are under way for beginning a Municipal Ref- 
erence Library which should prove of some service to the 
various departments of the city government. Further de- 
tails will be given in our next Annual Report, when we 
hope to have this service in full operation. 

- In connection with one of the lectures an exhibit of 
books was given, arranged under the general divisions of 
sizes, dates, languages, bindings, types of illustration, fa- 
mous presses, and curios, and attracted a good deal of at- 
tention. 

As in other reports the fact might be mentioned that 
the resources of other libraries have been freely called 
upon to supplement our own collection, and books have 
been borrowed freely, especially from the Boston Public 
Library. Books have also been loaned from this library to 
various libraries on demand. 

The Librarian has prepared an index to the sixty An- 
nual Reports preceding this. This index has been attached 
to the bound volumes including these reports. 

A reading list of the Portuguese books in the library 
was printed during the year, also a list of magazines taken 
by the library. The usual bulletins have been printed 
monthly. 

A portrait of Warren Ladd, early associated with the 
history of the library, was presented by his daughter, Mrs. 
C. A. Munger, and now hangs in the Genealogical Room. 


INGRAHAM HALL. | 


The main reading room attracts a great many readers 
who enjoy spending a qtuet half hour in dipping into the 
books which line the walls of this most attractive room. 
The newer books are also circulated from here; the books 
distributed from this room alone in 1912 amounted to 
53,053. | 

For the greater convenience of foreign readers, as 
noted elsewhere in this report, many books in foreign lan- 
guages have been placed on open shelves. 
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REFERENCE ROOM. 


In the Reference Room besides the usual books of ref- 
erence, there are directories for nearly 50 cities and towns, 
including most of the Massachusetts cities, and Providence, 
New York, Philadelphia, Newark, and Chicago. The cur- 
rent magazines are consulted in this room, and the more re- 
cent ones are circulated from here. Besides the magazines 
which are bound, the library binds six daily papers, the 
files of local papers being practically complete from the 
beginning. An index to the local material in these papers 
which is kept practically up to date, can be found in the 
Genealogical Room. 

The aim of the Reference Department is to find for 
everyone the information desired on any subject. Business 
and professional people, students and casual inquirers, may 
all find material here on subjects upon which they are in- 
terested. For special workers, books not in this library 
will be barrowed from other libraries, if desired; and for 
those whose work requires perfect quiet, there are private 
study rooms. 

Teachers who send pupils to the library for informa- 
tion will find it to their advantage to notify in advance the 
Reference Librarian, who will then be able .to collect the 
material desired and avoid any delay which might be occa- 
sioned by a sudden call for books wanted. 

In connection with the reference work, the library has 
become a member of the Boston Co-operative Information 
Society, by means of which questions which are difficult of 
solution in any local library may be sent for consideration 
by a central Bureau of Information. 


GENEALOGICAL ROOM. 


There have been 2709 people who used the room during 
the year. From this room there have been circulated 391 
genealogical works; 64 pedagogical; 48 music, and 6 mis- 
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cellaneous volumes. The genealogical items in the Boston 
Transcript have been indexed; the obituaries of well-known 
New Bedford people in the Mercury and the Standard have 
been alphabetically arranged; the Standard and Mercury 
files indexed to date; while a scrap book is being made of 
local and historical interest. A new magazine has been 
added to this Department during the year, “Genealogy, a 
Weekly Journal of American Ancestry.”” Among important 
books added are ‘Certain Comeoverers,”’ by H. H. Crapo, 
and a typewritten list of marriages and deaths recorded in 
the New Bediord Mercury from 1807 to 1845, compiled by 
George L. Randall. 

Portraits of Sylvia Ann Howland, Warren Ladd, and 
R. Swain Gifford have been added. 


REPORT OF THE DIRECTOR OF THE ART ROGGE 


The attendance of visitors and readers, the amount of 
reference work done, and the statistics of circulation show 
a growing recognition upon the part of the public of the 
resources of the Art Department. The greater part of the 
work done has been with the school teachers and pupils. 
and an interesting feature has been the visits of entire 
classes, including one from Fall River, for whom materiai 
upon special subjects has been prepared. One of the classes 
of French children afterwards sent a very grateful note of 
appreciation. The Swain School students find Berenson’s 
“Drawings of Florentine Painters” a valuable acquisition. 

Sunday and holiday opening has proved quite worth 
while since there are always readers who can most con- 
veniently use the room on those days. 

Exhibitions have included reproductions of Rem- 
brandt’s paintings; other Dutch masters; pictures of oxen 
and horses; French and German colored lithographs; Me- 
dici prints of Gainsborough’s and Reynolds’ portraits ; pho- 
tographs of Bradford’s icebergs; photographs from the 
forestry Bureau; Japanese prints; scenery in California; 
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photogravures of canyons; engravings of English rural life; 
Millet’s easel pictures; a tapestry of Bolton Abbey; and 
Medici prints of Madonnas. 


Pictures have been added to the collection as follows: 

29 Medici prints. 

15 Japanese prints. 

20 French lithographs. 

168 Photographs. 

28 Sets of Phostints. 

602 Miscellaneous prints, while 141 pictures have been 
donated. Innumerable illustrations have been 
clipped from old magazines and various sources, 
and classified for the school collection. Of these 
1440 were mounted. 

It is significant of the emphasis placed upon visual in- 
struction that the circulation of illustrative material has in- 
creased 300 per cent., while that of the reading matter in 
this department shows a gain of but 16 per cent. 

We have sent pictures to Hyannis and to Fall River.

LECTURE ROOM. 


The Lecture Room has been used regularly by the fol- 
lowing local organizations:—New Bedford Civic Club; 
Dental Association; New Bedford Medical Society; Horti- 
cultural Society. 
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The Horticultural Society has also held numerous 
flower shows in the lower corridor. 

A course of free lectures has been given supplement- 
ing the course which was inaugurated last winter. During 
the season 1911-12 twenty lectures were given, and the 
same number is being presented during the winter of I912- 
13. These lectures have proved uniformly successful, and 
the room is usually filled to its capacity. The Sylvia Ann 
Howland Fund defrays the expenses of these lectures, which 
are proving a source of enjoyment and profit to those wno 
attend. A full list of the various lectures which have been 
held in the room during the current year will be found in 
Appendix D at the end of this report. 

The various small rooms on the upper floor are used as 
last year, one for blind readers, and the others for study 
rooms. 


REPORT OF THE DIRECTOR OF THES [ON Raat 
ROOM. 


The Juvenile Room has completed the second year of 
its activity. The work has come to a more normal condi- 
tion than was expressed in the first few months after the 
library was opened. At that time the age limit for card 
holders was removed and many children who were too 
young to use, properly, the privileges of the library, ob- 
.tained cards. After a few months these dropped out and 
now the room is being used to much better advantage and 
with much more intelligence on the part of the children. 
This is the definite contribution of this department to the 
efficiency of the work of the library this year. 

A large number of juvenile books have been placed in 
the branch libraries. These deposits, together with the 
elimination of the youngest readers, have relieved the con- 
gestion in the Juvenile Room and caused the decrease in 
the circulation of this department. 
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_ The books in the School Room Library Collection were 
recalled in June and were thoroughly renovated. A large 
number were rejected and replaced by new copies and many 
new titles were added to the books in each grade. In Sep- 
tember sets of fifty books were sent to 142 rooms in the 
public schools from grade 3B to 6A inclusive. These books 
are greatly appreciated, especially by children who live at 
the extreme limits of the city. There has been a large gain 
in the circulation of the books in this collection this year. 

The attendants in this room have noticed an increasing 
spirit of co-operation on the part of the teachers which 1s 
most gratifying. Many teachers have come to get material 
for their classes and have also sent pupils on their own re- 
sponsibility. 

Great precaution has been taken to destroy books 
which have been exposed to contagious diseases. Such 
books have been taken by the Board of Health officer 
and burned without being returned to the library. 

Collections of books for young readers have been sent 
to Sunday Schools and Parochial Schools upon request. 

The annual exhibit of books suitable for Christmas 
gifts for children was held during the holidays and was 
well patronized. 

Books in fair condition from the School Collection 
were given to the Union for Good Works and to the Lake- 
ville Library. 


BRANCHES. 


The work in the branches shows a steady improvement 
in interest, and in the use of the rooms. The South Branch 
is now in charge of John Wilkinson, who is doing good 
work, and the branch is in a better condition now than at 
any time since it was established. 

The co-operation of the staff has been exceptionally 
efficient, and it has been their endeavor to provide the books 
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and information desired by the patrons of the library as 
speedily as possible and with as little red-tape. Open every . 
day in the year, holidays and Sundays for reference only, 
with practically no geographical limits to its card holders, 
allowing an indefinite number of books to be taken out on 
a card, ready to answer calls for service from 9 to g by 
personal interview, or by telephone, the library should in- 
terest a wider circle of readers, as its opportunities for 
usefulness become better known. 

As usual the Trustees have been most cordial in their 
response to the numerous calls of the Librarian for advice 
and service, and their confidence and consideration 1s most 
gratefully appreciated. |
